Allowable Claims 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior 

art of record fails to disclose or specifically suggested identifying inaudible portions of a 
voice signal within a voice stream carried by the voice communications link, removing 
the identified inaudible portions from the voice signal, embedding the encoded 
identification information within the voice stream in place of the removed inaudible 
portion of the voice signal and sending the voice stream and the embedded identifying 
information to a subscriber.
